the third that was wounded, whoſe Name was Duncan Don, who 
came there occaſionally with Letters from the Brae of Mar.

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The faid John Mackdonald, eldeft Son to the deceasd Glenco 
depones, the fame Morning that his Father was kill'd there 
came Soldiers to his Houſe before day, and call'd at his Win- 
dow, which gave him the Alarm, and made him go to Inner. 
riggen, where Glenlyon was quarter'd, and that he found G/er- 
Hon and his Men preparing their Arms, which made the Depo- 
nent ask the Cauſe; but G/erlyor gave him only good Words, and 
faid they were to march againſt ſome of Glengurier Men, and if 
there were ill intended, would not he have told Sandy and his 
| Neice ? meaning the Deponents Brother and his Wife; which 
made the Deponent go home and go again to his Bed, until his 
Servant, who hindred him to ſleep, raisd him; and when he 
toe and went out, he perceiv'd about 20 Men coming towards 
his Houſe, with their Bayonets fix'd to their Maskets ; where- 
upon he fled to the Hill, and having Auchnaion, a little Village 
in Glenco, in view, he heard the Shots wherewith Auchintriaten 
and four more were kill'd ; and that he heard alſo the Shots at 
Ernerriggen, where G/en!yon had caus'd to kill nine more, as ſhall 
be hereafier/declar'd x and this is confirm'd by the concurring De- 
poſition of Alexander Mackdonald his Brother, whom a Servant 
wak'd out of ſleep, fay ing, It is no time for you to be fleeping,when 
they are killing your Brother at the Door; which made Ale canα rf 
to flee with his Brother to the Hill, where both of em heard the 
fore ſaid Shots at Archnaron and Innerriggen: And the faid John, A- 
texander and Archibald Mackdonald*s do all depore, That the me 
Morni ngthere was one Serjeant Barber with a Party at Auchnoon, 
and that Auchintritten being there in his Brother's Houſz with 8 
more fittine-abourt- the Fire, the Soldiers diſcharg'd upon them 
about 18 Shot, which kill'd Auchintriaten and four more; but 
the other four, whereof ſome were wounded, falling down as 
dead, Serfeant Barber laid hold on Auchintriatens Brother, one 
of the four, and asd him if he were alive # he anſwer'd,. That 
be was, and thae he deſir'd ro die without, rather than within: 
Barber faid, That for his Meat that he had eaten, he would do 
him the Favour ro kill him without; but when the Man was 
brought out, and Soldiers brought up to ſhoot him, he having his 
Plaid looſe, flung it over their Faces and {6 elcap'd ; and the 
ether three broke through the back of the Houte and elcap'd : - 
And this Aceount the Deponents had - from the Men that eſcap d. 
And at bIinerriggen, where Glenlyon was quartered, the Soldiers 
took other nine Men and did bind them Hand and Foot, and 2 :

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them. one by one with Shot 2nd when Glenhon inci to five 
ng Man of about 20 Yearsof Age, one Captain Drummond 


—_— and ask'd how he came to be lav'd, in re of the Or- 
ders that were given, and ſhot him dead; and — young Bo 
of about 13 Years ran to Glenlyon to be fav 'd, he was likewi 
ſhot dead; and in the ſame Town there was a Woman and a Boy 
about four or five Years of Age kill d; and at Azchnaion there 
was alſo a Child miſſed, and nothing found of him but the Hand. 
There were likewiſe ſeveral killed x at other Places, whereof one 
was an old Man about 80 Years of Age: And all all this the De- 
p_ ſay they affirm, becauſe they heard the Shot, ſaw the dead 
and had an Account from the Women that -were left. 
And K Ronald Mac kdonala, Ind wel ler in Glenco tarther depones, That 
he being living with his Father in a little Town in G/enco, rms 
Dor of ke came to his Father's Houſe,, the faid 13th 
y of February in the Morning, and dragg d his Father. out %f 
is Bed and knock'd him down tor dead at the Door; which the 
— ſeeing, made his Eſcape, and his Father recovering after 
the Soldiers were gone, got into another Houſe; but this 
was ſhortly burnt, and his Father burnt in it; and · the Deponent 
— wg after and gatherd his Fathers Bones and buried 
them. He alſo declares, That at 4uchnaion,where Aucbintriaten 
was killed, he ſaw the Body of Auchintriaten and three more 
caſt our and cover'd with Dung: And another Witneſs of the 
ow, OG, That upon the fame 13th of 'Febrwury, Glenhhon 
and nt Lindſay, and their Soldiers, did in — Morning 
before Day, fall upon the People of Glenco when were le- 
cure in their Beds and kill'd — and he at Innerriggen 
fled with the firſt, but heard Shots and had two Brothers killed 
there, with three Men more and a Woman, who were all buried 
before he came back. And all theſe five Witneſſes concur, That 
the fore ſaid Slaughter was made by Glen/yon and his Soldiers, 
after they had been quarter d, and liwd and n. 
with the Glenco len about 13 days, and that the Number of 
thoſe whom they knew to be in were about 25, and that the 
Soldiers after the Slaughter, did burn the Houſes,Barnsand Goods, 
and carried away a great Spoil of Horſe, Nolt and Sbeep, above 
1000. And James Campbel, Soldier in the Caſtle: of Stirlmg, 
depones, That in anuamy 1692, he being wen a Soldier in G/en- 
s Company march d with the Company from laver/ochie to 
. where the Company was quarter d, and very kindly 2 
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tain d for the ſpace of 14 days: That he knew nothing of the 
Deſign-of killing the Glenco Men till the Morning that the 
Slaughter was committed, at witich time G/ex/yon and Captain 
Drummond's Companies were dra vn out in ſeveral Parties, and 
got Orders from Gienlyon and their other Officers to ſhoor and 

ill all the Country-men they met with; and that the Deponert 
being one of the Party which was at the Town where G/ez/yor 
had his Quarters, did ſe ſeveral Men drawn out of their Beds, 
and particularly he did ſee G/enlyor's own Landlord ſhot by his 
Order, and a young Boy of about twelve Years of Age,who en- 
deavourd to fave himſelf by taking hold of G/er/yon, offering 
to go any where with him if he would ſpare his Life, and was 
ſhot dead by Captain Drammond's Order; and the Deponent did 
ſee about eight Perſons kill'd, and ſeveral Houſes burnt, and Wo- 
men flying to the Hills to fave their Lives. And laſtly, Sir Colin 
Campbel of Aberuchil depones, That after the Slaughter, G/en/yorr 
told him that Macdonald of Innerriggin was kill'd with the reſt 
of the Glenco men, with Colonel Hills Paſs or Protection in his 

Pocket, which a Soldier brought and ſhew'd to Glenlyon. 
The Teſtimonies above ſet down being more than ſuffic ent to 
a Deed fo notoriouſly known, it is only to be remark d, 
that more Witneſſes of the Actors themſelves might have been 
found, if Glemyon and his Soldiers were not at preſent in Flanders 
with Argiles Regiment; and it's farther added, that Lieutenant 
Colonel Hamilton, who ſeems by the Orders and Letters that 
ſhall be hereafter ſet down, to have had the particular Charge of 
this Execution, did march the Night before the Slaughter, with 
about 400 Men, but the Weather falling to be very bad and ſe- 
vere, they were forc'd to ſtay by the way, and did not get to 
Glenco againſt the next Morning, as had been concerted berwixt 
Major Duncaſon and Lieutenant Colonel Hamilton; ſo that their 
Meaſures being broke, Lieutenant Colonel Hamilton and his Men 
came not to Glenco till about eleven of the Clock after the 
Slaughter had been commited, which proved the Preſervation and 
Safety of the Tribe of Glenco, ſince by this means the far greater 
part of them eſcaped; and then the Lieutenant Colonel being 
come to Cannelorblepen appointed ſeveral Parties for ſeveral Poſts 
with Orders that they ſhould take no Prifoners, but kill all the 
Men that came in their Way, Thereafter ſome of the Lieutenant 
Colonels Men, march'd forward in the Glen, and mer with Major 


Duncaſons Party, whereof a Part 1 Glen!yon had been * 
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by Licutenant Colonel Hamilton, ta quarter there ſome days be- 
fore, and theſe Men told how they had kill'd Glenco and about 
36 of his Men that Morning, and that there remain'd nothin 

to be done by the Lieucenant Colonel and his Men, fave that 
they burnt ſome Houſes, and kill'd an old Man by the Lieutenant 
Colonel's Orders, and brought away the Spoil of the Country; 
and this in its ſeveral Parts is teftitted by John Forbes, Major in 
Colonel Hill's Regiment, Francis Farqubar and Gilbert Kennedy, 


both Lieutenants in that Regiment, who were all of the Lieute- 


nant-Colonel's Party, as their Depoſitions more fully bear. 

It may be allo here noticed, that tome days after the Slaughter 
of the Glenco-men was over, there came a Perſon trom-— Cam 
bel of Balcalden, Chamberlain, (i. e. Steward) to the Earl of 
Braidalbin, to the deceaſed Glenco's Sons. and offered to them, it 
they would declare under their Hands, that the Earl of Braida! 
bin was tree and clear of the ſaid Slaughter, they might be aſſur'd 
of the Earl's Kindneſs for procuring their Remiſſion and Reſtitu- 
tion, as was plainly depon d befote the Commiſſioners. % 

It remains now rogive an Account ot the Warrands, either gi- 
ven, or pretended to be given, for the committing of the forefa id 
Slaughter, for clearing wherect it is to be notic'd, that the King 
having been pleas'd to offer by Proclamation an Indemnity to all 
the Highland Rebels, who ſhould come in and accept thereof by 
t1king the Qath of Allegiance, betwixt and the iſt of Zanuery 
1432, alter the day was elaps'd, it was very proper to give In 
ſtructions how fuch of the Rebels as had refus'd his Majeſty's 
Grace ihould be treated, and therefore his Majeſty, by bis I. 
ſtructions of the Date of the 11th of Faxwary 1692, directed to 
Sir Tho. Levingſlon, and ſuperſigu d and counterſign d by him- 
ſelt did indeed order and authorize Sir Iba. To march the Troops 
* agaialt the Rebels, who had not taken the benefit of the Indem- 
* nuy, and to dejtroy them by, Fire and Swordi ; (which is the 
actual tile of our © nmitons . againſt intexcommuned Rebels) 
but with this expreſs mitigation in the fourth Article, vis. © That 
* the Rebels may not think themſelves deſperate, we allow you to 
give Terms and Quarters, but iz this manner only, that Chict- 
* rains and Hezitors, or Leaders, be Priſoners of War, theirLives 
© only ſate, and all other things in mercy ; they taking the Oath 
* of Allegiance: And the Community taking the Oath of Alle- 
* giance, and rendring their Arms, and ſubmitting to the Go- 
* vernment, are to have Quarters and Indemnity for their Lives 


and 
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and Fortunes, and to be protected from the Soldiers, as the 
principal Paper of Inſtructions produced by Sir Thomas Living- 
on bears. , 

After theſe Inſtractions, there were additional ones given by his 
Majeſty to Sir Tho. Livingſton upon the 16th of the ſaid Month 
of January, ſuperſign d and counterſign'd by his Majeſty, and 
the Date mark'd by Secretary Stairs Hand, which bear Orders, 
For giving of Paſſes, and for receiving the Submiſſion of certain 
* of the Rebels, wherein all to be notic'd to the preſent pur- 
poſe is, That therein his Majeſty doth judge it much better 
© that theſe who took not the benefit of the Indemnity in due 
© time, ſhould be oblig'd to render upon Mercy, they till taking 
© the Oath of Allegiance, and then it's added, it Macken of 
* Glenco and that Tribe can be well ſeparated from the reſt, it 
© will be a proper Vindication of the 12 Juſtice to extirpate 
* that Sect of Thieves: And of theſe additional Inſtructions, a 
principal * was ſent to Sir Io. Livingſton, and another 
to Colonel Hill, and were both produc'd; and theſe were all 
the Inſtructions given by the King in this Matter. 

But Secretary Stairs, who ſent down theſe Inſtructions, as his 
Letters, produc'd written with his Hand to Sir Tho. of the ſame 
Date with them teſtifie, by a preivous Letter of the Date of the 
7th of the ſaid Month of January, written and ſubſcrib'd by him 
ro Sir Tho. ſays, * You know in general that theſe Troops po- 
© fted at Inverneſs and Inverlochie will be ordered to take in the 
* Houſe of Innergarie, and to deſtroy entirely the Country of Lo. 
© chaber, Locheals Lands, Kippochs, Glengaries and Glenco, and 
* then adds, I aſſure you your Power ſhall be full enough, and 1 
hope the Soldiers will not trouble the Government with Priſo- 
© ers; and by another Letter of the 9th of the ſaid Month of 
Fanuary, Which is likewiſe before the Inſtructions and written 
to Sir Ibo. as the former, he hath this Expreſſion, That theſe, 
* who remain of the Rebels, are not able to oppoſe, and their 
* Chiftains being all Papiſts, It ig well the Vengeance falls there, 
* for my part I could have witſh'd the Mackdona/ds had not divi- 
© ded, and I am ſorry, That Kippoch and Mackean of Glenco 
are ſafe , and then afterwards, we have an Account, Thar 
© Locheal, Macnaughton, Appin and Glenco took the benefit of 
* the Indemnity at Lzverary, and Kippoch, and others at Inverneſs : 
Bur this Letter of the 11th of January ſent with the firſt In- 
ſtructions to Sir Tho. hath this Expreſſion, I have no great

This laſt Letter with the Inſtructions for Colonel Hi, was re- 
czived by Major Forbes in his Name at Edinburgh; and the Ma- 
jor depones, 1 hat by the Allowance he had from the Colonel, 
he did unſcal the Packquer, and found therein the Letter and In- 
ſtructions as above, which he ſeat forward ro Colonel Hul, and 
that in the beginning of February 1692, being. in his way. to 
Fort- NMilliam, he met ſome Companies of Arges Regiment ar 
Belliſheil's, and was ſurpriz'd to underſtand that they were go 
to quarter in G/enco, but ſaid nothing till he came to Fort il 
liam, where Colonel Hill told him, that Lieutenant- Colonel Ha- 
 milton. had got Orders about the Affair of G/enco, and that there- 
fore the Colonel had left it to Lieutenant Colonel Hamiltons 
Management, who, he apprehends, had concerted. the Matter 
with Major Duncafon , and Colonel Hul depones, That he un- 
dzrſtood that Lieutenant- Colonel Hamilton and Major Dunca ſom 
got the Orders about the Glenco- men, which were ſent to Lieu - 
renant-Colonel Hamilton ;, that, for himſelf he lik d not the. Bu- 
fineſs, but was very grieved at it; that the King's Inſtructions of 
the 16rh of Jozuary 1692, wich the Maſter of Stair's 2

Sir The. Levingſton having got the King's Inſtructions, with 
Secretary Stairs Letter of the 16th of - Zaruary, and knowing 
by a Letter he had from the Maſter of Stair of the Date of the 
th of : Fanuary 1692, that Lieutenant-Colonet Hamilton was to 
be the Man imploy'd in the Execution- of - the G/enco Men, in 
rſuance of the Secretary's Letter, he writes to Lieutenant Col. 
— upon the 23d of the faid Month of January, telling 


him, That it was judg'd good Nevrs that Glenco had not taxen 


© the Oath of Allegiance within the time prefix d, and that Se- 


© cretary Stair in his-laſt Letter had made mention of him, and 
then adds, . For, Sir, here is a fair occafion fer you, 10 ſhew ther 
o your Garriſon ſerves for. ſome w/e, and | ſeeing that tbe Orders are 


* fo poſitive from Court to me, not to ſpare any of them that beve 


© not timely come. in, at you may ſce ly the Orders n 
Colc- 
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* Colonel, I defire you would begin with Glenco, and ſpare nothing 
* which belongs to bim; but do not trouble the Government with 
* Priſoxers : As this Letter produc'd by Lieutenaut Colonel Ha- 
milton bears. 

And Sir Thomas being heard upon this Letter, declar'd that at 
that time he was immediately return'd from his Journey to Lox- 
don, and that he knew nothing of any Soldiers being quarter'd in 
Glenco, and only meant that he ſhould be proſecuted as a Rebel 
ſtanding out, by fair Hoſtility : And in this Senſe he made vſe of 
the ſame words and Orders written to him by Secretary Szazrr. 
Thereafter Colonel Hill gives his Order to be directed to Lieute- 
nant Colonel Hamilton, in theſe Terms: SIR, You are with 
< 4co of my Regiment, and the 400 of my Lord Arges Regi- 
ment, under the Command of Major Duncaſon, to march ſtraight 
to Glenco, and there put in due — Orders you have 
received from the Commander in Chief. Given under ny 
Hand at Fort- William, the 12th Day of February, 1692. And 
this Order is alſo produced by Lieutenant-Colonel Hamilton. 

Then the ſame Day Lieutenant Colonel Hamilton wrote to 
Major Dunceſon in theſe Terms: SIR, Purſuant to the Com- 
* mander in Chief and my Colonel's Orders to me, for putting 
in Execution the Service againſt the Rebels of G/enco, wherein 
you with a Party of Argy/c's Regiment, now under your Com- 
* mand, are to be concern d, you are therefore to order your Af- 
* fairs ſo that you be at the ſeveral Poſts aſſign'd you by ſeven 
of the Clock to morrow Morning being Saturday, and fall in 
Action with them; at which time I will endeavour to be with 
the Party from this Place at the Poſt appointed them. It will 
© be neceſſary that the Avenues minded by Lieutenant Campbel on 
© the South hide be ſecured; that the old Fox nor none of his 
* Cubbs get away; the Orders are, that none be ſpard, nor the 
Government troubled with Prifoners. And the Copy of this 
laſt Order is produc'd under Lieutenant-Colonel Hamiltons own 
Hand, and accordingly the Slaughter of Glenco, and his poor 
People did enſue the next Morning, being the 13th of February 
1692, in the manner narrated. 

And upon the whole Matter, it is the Opinion of the Com- 
miſſion, Firſt, That it was a great wrong that Glencos Caſe and 
Diligence, as to his taking the Oath of Allegiance, with Ard. 
&inlas's Certificate of his taking the Oath of Allegiance on the 
6th of Fanuary 1692, and Col. Hill's Letter to TO and 

Ardkinlas's 
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Ardkinlas's Letter to Colin Campbel, Sheriff Clerk, for clearing 
Glenco's Diligence and Innocence, were not preſented to the 
Lords of his Majeſty's Privy-Council, when they were ſent into 
Edinburgh in the faid Month of Fantary, and that thoſe who 
advis'd the not preſenting thereof were in the wrong, and feem 
to have had a malicious Defign againſt G/enco z and that it was a 
farther wrong that the Certificate, as to G/erco's taking the Oath 
of Allegiance, was delete and obliterate after it came to Edin. 
burgh ; and that being ſo obliterate, it ſhould ne ther have been 
preſented to, or taken in by the Clerk of the Council, without 
an expreſs Warrant from the Council. Second/y, That it appears 
to have been known at London, and particularly to the Maſter of 
Starr, in the Month of January 1692, that G/enco had taken 
the Oath of Allegiance, tho' after the Day prefix d; tor he faith 
in his Letter of the zoth of Junuary to Sir ibs. Levine ſton, as 
is above remark'd, I am glad that Glenco came not in within the 
time preſcrib'd. Third'y, That there was nothing in the King's 
Inſtructions to warrant the committing oh, the foreſaid Slaughter, 
even as to the thing it ſelf, and far leſs as to the manner of ir, 
ſeeing all his Iuſtructions do plainly import, that the moſt obſti- 
nate of the Rebels might be receiv'd into Mercy, upon taking 
the Oath of Allegiance, tho' the Day was long before claps d, 
and that he ordered nothing concerning G/enco and his Tribe, 
But that if they could be well ſeparated from the reſt, it would 
© be a proper Vindication of the publick Juſtice to extirpate that 
© Set of Thieves. Which plainly intimates, that it was his Ma- 
jeſty's Mind that they could not be ſeparated from the reſt of 
theſe Rebels, unleſs they {till retus'd his Mercy by continuing in 
Arms and refuſing the Allegiance ; and that even in that Caſe 
they were only to be proceeded againſt in the way of Publick 
Jultice, and no other way. Fourth, That Secretary Stair's Let- 
ters, eſpecially that of the 11th of Zanuary 1692, mn which he 
rejoyces to hear that Glenco had not taken the Oath ; and taat of 
the 16th of Fanuary, of the ſame Date with the King's additi- 
onal Inſtructions, and that of the zoth of the ſame Monthywere no 
ways warranted by, but quite exceeded the King's foreſaid Inſtru- 
Qions, fince the ſaid Letters without any inſinuitiou of ans Me- 
thod to be taken that might well ſeparate the lenco Men from 
the reſt, did, in place of preſcribing a Vindication of Pub'ick Ju- 
ſtice, order them to be cut off and rooted out in earneſt, and to 
purpoſe, and that /uddeniy, and ſecretly, and quietly, and a7 n 
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2 ſudden, which ate the expreſs Terms of the ſaid Letters; and 
comparing them and the other Letrers with what enſued, ap- 
pear to have been the only Warrant and Cauſe of their Slaugh- 
ter, which in effect was a barbarous Murder, perpetrated by the 
Perſons depon'd againſt: And this is yet farther confirm'd by two 
more of his Letters, written to Colonel Hill, after the Slaughter 
committed, vig. one on the 5th of March 169, herein, after ha- 
ving faid, © That there was much Talk at London, that the Glen- 
co Men were murder'd in their Beds, after they had taken the 
* Allegiance; he continues, for the laft I know nothing of it; 
I am ſure neither you, nor any Body impower'd to treat or give 
* Indemnity, did give G/zxco*the Oath ; and to take it from any

E your Majeſty's moſt Loyal and Dutiful Subjefts, the Nable Men, Barons and 
W Burroughs aſſembled in Parliament, do humbly repreſent to your Majeſty, That - 
in the beginning of this Seſſion, we thourht it our Duty, for the more ſolemn and pub- 
lick Vindication of the Honowr and Fuſtice of the Government, to enquire into the bar. 
barous Slaughiter committed in Glenco, Feb. 1692. which hath made ſo much noiſe 
both in this Kingdom and your Majeſty's other Dominions ; but we being inform d by. 
Jour Majeſty's Commiſſioner, That we were prevented in this Matter by a Commiſſion. 
under the Great Seal for the ſame purpoſe : We did, upon the reading of the ſaid Com- 
miſſion, unanimouſly acquieſce to your Majeſty's Pleaſure, and return d our humble. 
Acknowledgments for your Royal Care in granting the ſame, and we only deſired that 
the Diſcoveries to be made ſhould be communicated to ws, to the end, that we might 
add our Zeal to your Majeſty's for proſecuting ſuch Diſcoveries, and that in ſo Naticnal- 
a Concern, the. Vindication might. alſe publick as the Reproach and Scandal hal 
been, and principally that we, for whom it was moſs proper, might teſtifie to the 
World, how clear your Majeſty's Juſtice is in all this Matter. | 

And now your Majeſty's Gone upon our repeated Inſtances, communicated to 
us a Copy of the Report tranſmitted by the Commiſſion to your Majeſty, with your de- 
jeſty's Inſtruc tions, the Maſter of Star's Letters, the Orders given by the Officers, and 
the Depoſitions of the Witneſſes relating to that Report, and the ſame being read 
compared, we could not but unanimouſly declare, That your Majeſty's ' Inftraftions of 
the 7th and 16th of January 1692, touching the Highlanders who had not accepted in 
due time of the Benefit of the Indemnity, did contain 4 Warrant for Mercy to all with- 
out exception, who ſhould offer to take the Oath of Allegiance, and come in upon. 
Mercy, tho" the 1/# of Jamury 1692, prefix'd by the Proclamation of Indemnity 
was paſt, and that theſe Inſtruftions contain no Warrant for the Execution of the 
Genco-men made in Feb. thereafter ; and here we cannot but acknowledge your 
Majeſty's Signal Clemency «pon this Occaſuan,as well as in the whole Traci of your Gover-. 
ment over us ; for hal tr Majeſty, without new Offers of Mercy, given poſitive Or- 
d eers for the executing the Law upon the Highlanders, that had al deſpis'd your re- 
peated Indemnities, they had but met with what they juſtly deſerved. 

But it being your Majeſty's Mind, according to your uſual Clemency, fill to offer 
them Mercy, and the Killing of the Glenco-men being upon that Account unwarran-. 
table as well as the manner of doing it being barbarows and inhumane, we proceeded. 
to vote the killing F them a Murder, and to enquire who bad given occaſon to it, 
and were the Aclors in it, Tt, 

We found in the firſt place that the Maſter of Stairs bis Letters, had. exceeded your- 
Majeſty's Inſtruchions towards the Killing and Deſtruction of the Glenco men; this 
appeared by the comparing the Inſiruftions and Letters, whereof the juſt atteſted Dupli- 
cats are herewith tranſmitted ; in which Letters the Glenco-men are over and again 
diſtinguiſhed fromthe reſ of the Highlanders, not as the fitteſt Subject of Severity, in 
caſe they continued obſtinate, and made Severity neceſſary according to the Meaning of 
the Inſtruftions ; but as Men abſolutely and poſitively ordered to be deſtroyed, withouts 
any further Conſideration, than that of their not having taken the Indemnity in due 
time, and their not having takes it, is valued as a happy Incident, ſince it afforded

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<a ity to deſtrey them, and the deſtroying of them is urged with 4 great deal 

© of Zeal, as a thing acceptable and of publick Uſe, and this Zeal is extended, even 
© % the giving of directions about the manner of cutting them off; from all which it is 
© plain, the Iuſtruc tions be for Mercy to aſſiſt all that will ſubmit, tho' the Day 
© ' of Indemnity was elapſed, yet the Letters do exclude the Glenco-men from this Mercy. 
In the next place we examined the Orders given by Sir Thomas Livingſton in this 
Murter, and were unanimouſly of Opinion that be had reaſon to give ſuch Ord ers fur 
cutting off the Glenco-men, »pon the Sup poſit ion that they hae rejec led the Indemntiy, 
and wi making them new Offers of Mercy being a thing in it ſelf Lawſul, which 
your Majeſty might ordered , © But it appearing that Sir Thomas was then igno- 
© rant of the peculiar Cirewmſtances of the Glenco-men, he migbt very well under- 
© ſtand your Majeſty's Inſftruttions in the reſtrifted Senſe, which the Maſter of Stair's 
© Letters had given them, or underſtand te Maſter of Stair's Letters to be your Ma- 
© jeftys Additional Pleaſure, as-it is evident he did by the Orders which he gave, 
© where any Additios that is to be found in them, to your Majeſty s buff 
© as is given, not only in the Maſter of Stairs his Senſe, but in Words. 

We proceeded to examine Colonel Hill's Part of the Buſneſs,and were unauimous that 
he was clear and frec of the Slaughter of the Glenco-men ; for tho' your Majeſty's 
Inſtruttlions and the Maſter of Stairs his Letters were ſent ſtraight from London to 
him, as well as to Sir Thomas Levingſton, yet he knowing the peculiar Circumſtan- 
ces of the Glenco-men ſhunned to execute them, and gave no Orders in the Matter 
till ſuch time as knowing that his Lieutenant- lonel had received Orders to take with i 
| him 400 Men of his Gariſon and Regiment; he, to ſave his own Honour and Aut ho- 
rity, gave a general Order to Hamilton, his Lieutenant Colonel, to take the 400 Men 
and to put to due Execution the Orders which others had given him. 

Liewtenant-Colonel Hamilton's Part came next to be conſidered, and he being re- 
quired to be preſent, and called, and not „= „we ordered him to be denounced, 
and to be ſ:iz'd on wherever he could be found ; having conſidered the Orde rs that ' 
be received, and the Orders which he ſaid before the Commiſſion he gave, and his ſhare - 
in the Execution, we agreed that from what appeared, he was nat clear of the Mor- 
der of the Glenco-men, and that there was ground te proſecute him for it. 

Major Duncanſon, who received Orders from Hamilton, being in Flanders, as . 
well as thoſe to whom he gave Orders, we could not ſce theſe Orders, and therefore 
we only reſolved about bim, that we ſhmld addreſs to your Majeſty, either to cauſe . 
him be examined there in Flanders about the Orders he received, and his knowledge of

the Party * skairbed be firſt ſatisfied; and if any Reſpite or Remiſſion ſhall 
happen to be granted before the Party grieved be firſt ſatisfied, the ſame 
ſhall be null by way of Exception, or reply without any further De- 
clarator. 
Thirdly, It is to be obſerved, That the Parliament having declared, that 
the Killing of the Glenco- men was a Murder under Truft ; it is clear bv the 
51 AR, Par. 11, Jac. 6. That Murder and Slaughter of a Perſon under 
Truſt, Credit, Aſſurance and Power of the Slayer, is Treaſon ; ſo that by 
the aid Act, theſe that had acceſſion to, or were any ways + airs and pars + 
of the Slaughter of. the Glenco-men, are guilty of Treaſon. 


P. S. Sir, I have nething further to add concerning this Matter, but 
that I thought it needleſs to trouble you with the Copies of the King's Or- 
ders, the (now Viſcount) of Stairs Letters, and the Depoſitions, becauſe every 
thing in them that is probative of the Point in Queſtion is fairly narrated 
in the Report of the Commiſſion; but if you think them neceſſary, I will 
ſend them to you upon Notice: But for my part, I don't think them neceſ- 
ſary to be inſerted, for repeating things needleſly does but weary the 
Reader. . 

You know that there never was any Proſecution againſt any of thoſe 
Perſons charg'd with this barbarous Murder, bat that on the contrary, by 
the Advice of ſome, who were then about his Majeſty, ſeveral of the 
Officers were-preferr'd, and the whole Matter flurr'd over; fo that the 
crying Guilt of this Blood muft lie upon them, and not upon the Nation, 
ſince the Parliament could do no more in it without occaſioning greater 
Blood - ſhed than that they complain of. | 

You know likewiſe that by the Influence of the ſame Perſons this Report 
was ſuppreſſed in K.W.'s Time, - tho' his Majefty's Honour requir'd that i:
